j SELECTMEN'S REPORT.

/ '(^ the Tax- Payers of the Town of Proctor : — 

In presenting this annual report, there is but little of 
'.p(xial interest to call to the attention of the tax-payers o^ 
the town. 

The only new roads laid out and built are the extension 
«>(' High St. south as far as the residence of Mr. Holden, a 
lu'w street called Patch St., running north from North St. part 
way down Patch Hill, where the V. M. Co. has built several 
iK^w houses, and the extension of Meadow St., east on Power s 
iniMdow. These three new streets have been worked at an 
f.Kpcnse of about vS200.00. 

During the past year a large amount of work has been 
(lone on the west road between the south line of the village 
■ md the town line at Dr. Johnson's. This piece of road has 
! .ill been put in first-class condition in every respect. New 
( iilvcrts have been built wherever they were needed, several 
pl.-ices have been thoroughly stoned, and the whole road well 
dressed over with gravel or coal ashes, so that it is now in 
prrfcct condition, and will need little, if any, repair for some 
linic to come. All of the roads are now in the best condition 
'•xcept perhaps a little in the vicinity of theWhite farm. The 
In^hway fund has been overdrawn to bring about this result; 
' hut the village trustees have again taken advantage of the 
.nnendment to their charter and have paid over to the town 
;.yOO. of their highway money. 

You will notice from the Overseer's report that there has 
hccn a little increase in the poor expense. This increase is 
I.irgely due to the fact that we have been obliged to support 
(he Cutter family through the entire year, as the suit pending 
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has not yet been tried. We would refer you to the report of 
the town agent for fuller explanation in regard to this matter. 
The town, however, has received from the trustee of the 
Michael Green estate g6oo. to reimburse it for the sup- 
port of Mrs. Green during the past three years. We are 
to receive $200. more as soon as the trustee receives the 
funds, and the town will be to no further expense for the sup- 
port of Mrs. Green. This $Soo., distributed over the three 
years, reduces the poor expense something over ^250. for 
each year. The matter pertaining to the compensation of the 
Overseer for the year 1889 referred to the selectmen, and 
they voted to pay Mr. Blakely $50. for his services. 

We have received from the town of Rutland a bill for 
about ^^3,ooo, which they claim to be our share in settlement 
of pending matters between this town and Rutland. This bill 
is practically all for the completion of Memorial Hall ; the 
selectmen have been unable to investigate the matter to their 
satisfaction, and hence are unable to report anything definitely 
to the town. 

The order for $31.00, drawn in favor of J. H. Goulding, is 
for our share of his expense in preparing the record of the 
soldiers who went from the town of Rutland to the War of 
the Rebellion. Soon after the town was divided it was agreed 
among the selectmen that Col. Goulding should prepare a book 
of this kind and that each town should pay its share of the 
expense. The book has been carefully prepared, and we 
think will be of much interest and benefit. The order for 
$16.53 is for our quota of the books. These books will be 
kept in the Town Clerk's office, and will be for sale to those 
who may desire them, at cost price.
